You can then visualize the finished room, and if the effect is not so 
pleasing as you expected, you can discard, and add new colors as you 
see fit, without having a whole room to redecorate.

Xt's easy to keep your floors 
looking the way you like to have guests 
see them, if they're Armstrong's Lino- 
leum. Made by the Accolac-Process, 
this linoleum is an ideal base for waxing 
and polishing. Treat a new floor with a 
good coat of paste or liquid wax a^id 
polish to a hard, dry finish. Then all 
dirt is surface dirt and brushes easily 
away. A quick dusting with a dry mop 
does the necessary work. Occasionally 
renew the surface especially where 
traffic wears the wax away, and keep 
the luster by regular polishing. 

In the kitchen, bathroom, 
entry, or other area where water is 
spilled and much dirt tracked in, waxing 
is usually not so satisfactory as keeping 
the floor clean with a damp cloth or 
mop. Floors that must be washed 
frequently should be lacquered with 
Armstrong's Linoleum Lacquer. Relac- 
quer once or twice a year as appearance 
demands. Before either waxing or re- 
lacquering make sure that all grease or 
dirt is removed. And never lacquer 
over wax.
